Gross collections 
from the 
cases 


closed last year were $473,446.95. From 
this total was deducted the expenses of 
operating businesses under control of 
Ihe referees, and trustees, and ex- 
penses and fees of referees, trustees, 
marshals and attorneys. The remaind- 
er was ditribuled among the creditors. 


An analysis of the figures shows that 


of the $473,446.95 gross collections, Ihe 
creditors got 57 per cent, 20 per cent 
was disbursed in the conduct of busi- 
ness while 23 per cent went for "ad- 
minislralive expenses." 


Under the head of "administrative 


expenses" were fees and expenses of 
lawyers, receivers trustees and federal 
marshals together with an unexplain- 
ed sum of $37,343.42 listed as "all oth- 
er expenses of administration." 


•Administrative expenses last year 


were more than double the expenses 
in 1928, when creditors received al- 
most twice as much on their claims. 
In 1!)28 administrative expenses were 
$50.415.31, and the creditors received 
$320,962.12, or 7.66 per cent of claims 
of $4,187,651.67. 


The 1928 report listed no funds dis- 


bursed for the conduct of buisensses 
under control of the referees, and il 
was believed that in this year, such 
disbursements were charged directly 
against aclminstrative expenses.

With the amendment by the gener-

cent. 


Mr. Graves said the subcommittee 


estimated the provision out of the 
state's 5 3-4 cent share woijld give the 
municipal districts $74,824 a year1, and 
the extra quarter cent added by the 
amendment would yield an additional 
$250,000—saving the city districts from 
the shadow, of receivership. 


The "100 Per Cent" Clause 


Mr. Graves said there was a mis- 


understanding 
in some quarters as 


to the exact nature of the proposed 
state aid for city districts. 


Under Acts 8 and 85 the state guar- 


anteed to pay half the cost of paving 
highway routes through city street 
improvement districts. 


Then Act 248—the Norfleet act—was 


adopted, and this came to be con- 
strued as authorizing state certific::-os 
for not only all of the highway.strnet 
paving, but all of the indebtedness of 
any district through which a 
siate 


highway passed. 


As a compromise, Mr. Graves si'id, 


it is proposed that the state'pay ail 
the cost of any city street which car- 
ries a state highway through town— 
but not all the indebtedness of the 
district, as was Criticized under ihe 
Norfleet Act. No. 248.

Weather in 1934 


to Be Warm, Dry 


U. S. Forecaster Says It'll 


Be Like 1911—Cycle 


of 23 Years 


By F. B. COLTON 


Associated Press Science Writer 
WASHINGTON -(/p>- It's simpl 


enough to predict January's weathei 
and all of 1934's too, if Er. Charles G 
Abbot's new theory that weather re 
peats itself every 23 years holds gooc 


According to it, 1934 should be 


warm, dry year for most of the Unitet 
States except the west coast. 


Cycle Is 23 Years 


Dr. Abbot, head of the Smothsonian 


Institution has found evidence tha 
weather conditions in various section 
are repeated every 23 years, apparent!) 
controlled by magnetic changes on tin 
sun, which also move 
in a 23-yea 


cycle, double the length of the sun 


j spot cycle of slightly over 11 years. 


Weather bureau records of temper- 


ature and rainfall for 1911, therefore 
give at least a hint of what may be ex 
peeled next year on the basis of Dr~ 
Abbot's theory, although neither he 
nor the Weather bureau is making of- 
ficial forecasts. 


The 1011 records show that tempera- 


tures from one-half to two degrees 
above normal may be expected in al 
but the far west, where weather cool- 
er than normal by an equal amount 
should prevail. 


Thirteen Cities Studied 


They also show that drier than nor- 


mal weather will prevail except in the 
Ohio valley nnd the middle section of 
the west ccast. with anywhere from 
a fraction of an inch 'to nearly 12 
inches less rain than the average. 


The data on which Dr. Abbot bases 


his theory were obtained 
from 1911 


records pertaining to 13 cities over the 
Untied Status. 


The figures show that the winter of 


1934, after January 1, may be dry in 
the south, northwest, Ohio valley, and 
along the east coast but with more 
than normal 
rain or snow in the 


Rocky mountains, southwest, midwest 
and far west. 


The winter should be unusually cold 


in the northwest, Rockies, and west 
coast but warmer than normal in other 
sections. 


The 1911 figures indicate a warmer 


than average spring in all sections 
except the west coast, which will be 
a little cooler than normal, and dry 
spring weather everywhere, with rain 
farthest below normal in the. Ohio val- 
ley and southwest.

WASHINGTON. — Currency infla- 


tion, if any, will come sugar-coated. 


Such few presidential advisers as 


admit the poEibility discuss only one 
method of issuing additional paper 
money. 


When, the dollar is devalued by re- 


ducing its gold content and the price 
of gold finally is fixed, the dollar 
'value of our reserves will be increased 
correspondingly. 


If the dollar is revalued at 50 cents, 


the gold in Federal Reserve Banks, 
now valued at $3,600,000,000, would be- 
come 
worth 
$7,200.000,000. And the 


treasury's present gold supply would 
be worth $1.400,000.000 instead of only 
$700,000.000. 


The government might or might not 


take the profit, up to 51.300,000,000, and 
spend it in currency. There's every 
reason t cbelieve that Prof. George F. 
Warren, Roosevelt's chief monetary 
adviser, proposes that it do just that. 


.There'll be a hot argument as to 


whether such a course would be "in- 
flation." One high authority says it 
would be "simuar to inflation."

Winter calls upon you, as a parent, 


to protect your child against nil sourc- 
es of colds, nnd protect other children 
against your child when he happens 
to have a cold. 


Ordinarily, winter is just nbout as 


healthful a season ''as any other, if 
you know how to practice the simple 
rules of hygiene and exercise com- 
mon sense.in their application. 


You know, of course, that exposure 


may harm the human body and you 
can, in most cases, guard against it. A 
diet sufficiently rich in calories will 
provide warmth for the body, which 
is more necessary in winter than in 
summer. 


You know, also, that the common 


cold is more frequent in winter than 
in summer. That's because of arti- 
ficial heating, wrong clothing, and 
other physical factors which can be 
brought under control. 


We do not know definitely the chief 


cause of a cold. It is, no doubt, a 
germ not yet found. But we do know 
tthat contributing factors include the 
presence of someone who has a cold, 
and a reduction in general resistance 
of the body which permits germs to 
get in their vicious work. 


The child in school is exposed con- 


stantly to .meetings with people who 
have colds and who do not worry 
much about distributing them to oth- 
ers, 
responsibility

such children rests on school teachers, 
as well as on school nurses and school

In addition to the contacts made in 


school, the child is likely to be ex. 
posed in crowded vehicles and motion 
picture houses. The best care than 
can be given to a child under such 
circumstances is to put him to bed un- 
til he is well enough to get about. 


Enough has been said about con- 


sumption of proper food and proper 
elimination for good hygiene, to make 
parents realize that, in times of ex- 
cessive Strain on the body, these fac* 
tors are especially important. 


There is a tendency in wiriter eith- 


er to take too little exercise or too 
much. Some 
parents 
coddle their 


children in winter so that the child 
spends all his time indoors. Other 
parents, with a view to hardening the 
child, insist on his shoveling snow and 
messing about in the dampness. 


Here again reason is the right at- 


titude. A suitable amount of outdoor 
air, 
with the surety that the child 


is well covered, that he docs not re- 
main wet out in the cold, is a well 
worth while stimulus to lungs and cir- 
culation. 


For those children who have fre- 


quent colds, tind especially for those 
with infection in the sinuses, swim- 
ming should be forbidden in the wint- 
er in any kind of indoor pool.
